The French 
have indced abandoned the Banks of the Varo, and are 
themfelves abandoned by the Spaniards : But ne‘ther the 
Auftrians nor Piedmontfe, except a few Irregulars, 
have yet taken Advantage of the Opportunity, which 
fhews they were not fo ready as had been pretended. It 
has taken up fo much Time and Application to fleece 
“and ceuth the poor Genocfe, that the main Obdject, the 
diftreffing of France,,fiems not to have been atteaded 
to properly. 
uring this Delay, the Enemies daily grow ftronger 
to oppofe the Attempt. Great Numbers of Troops are 
falling down the Rhone, others are upon full March, 
and the Peopie of the Country are with all Diligence 
raifing feven Regiments of Volunteers. Maillebois has 
alfo thrown numerous Garrifons into Antibes and Tou- 
lon, the Fort'fications ofboth which Places, as well as 
Marfeilles, are every Day augmenting, and Belleiffe will 
Toon fee himfelf at the Head of a nomerous - Army. 
The Snows, we are told, which have fallen both in 
Piedmont aad the Riviera, retard the Marches of the 
intended Invaders, and ruil of Confequence fwell the 
Waters «f the Vara: So that the French flatter them- 
felves that nothing will be attempted againtt them this 
Winter. 
The Sufferings of the Genoeiy rather increafe than di- 
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minifh. The Payment of their whole Contributions is 
not only infifted on, but the Capital itfelf is obliged to 
find a great Number of Beds and Matrefles for the Offi- 


¢ers and Soldiers. It is pretended thata Plot to afiafii- 
nate the Auftrians had been difcovered amongit them, to 
prevent which, they haveall been difarmed. 

Savona Caltle was not reduced when the laft Advices 
came from before it: But the Garrifon of Tortona had 
offered to cap'tulate, upon being allowed the Honours 
of War. This, however, was refufed, till freth In- 
ftruétions could be had from his Sardinian Mayj-fty ; 
the Commandant of the Blockade having Orders at pre- 
fent to receive them on no other Terms than as Prifoners 
of War at Diferction. 

The Invafion of Naples is fo far from being laid afide, 
that the Neapolitans furely expeét it, and are making all 
poflible Preparat.ons, both in Troops and Fortifications, 
to repulfe the Fovaders. 

While France is obliged to weaken herfelf on the 
Side of Flanders, it is expe&ed that an eariy and vigo- 
rous Campaign will be there opened by the Allies, aad 
that the Duke of Cumberland will have the fupreme 
Command over Germans and Dutch as well as Englith.
